Unknown to, the general. public 
there are off this port of Rrince Rup- 
ert great ‘banks which’ abound in flat 
fish like the soles, bills’ witches, 
plaice and skate. These fish are very 
similiar to the varietiés that are taken 
off the coasts of “Great Britain and 
in the catching of which’ thousands 
of trawlers weresin usé before the 
war interrupted the ‘operations of the 
fleet of fishing vessels. These fish are 
regarded in-Great Britain as among 
the delaeicies in the line 9f fish. 

Here on the ,Patitic coast these tish 
have been allowed to go to waste as 
far as furnishing human food is, con- 
cerned. In consequence there millions 
of pounds of these flat fish. 

» This year under the ‘arrangements 
made with the. Food Board the Can- 
adian Fish and Cold Storage Co. of 
this place has put the steam: trawler, 
James Carruthers into commission, 
gathering in this fish and the price at 
which they have to be sold has been 
standardized so that the prairies have 
the’ advantage of excellent fish. 

The Dominion government is co- 
operating also in this and are paying 
two thirds of the transportation from 
the coast to the prairfies which is 
“helping materially in this iatter. THe 
steam trawler is landing;in Prince 
Rupert about 120,000 pountls of these 
fish each week. When the quality of 
the fish is better known there is sure 
to be such a demand that instead of 
one trawler there will have ‘to’ be 
many of these vessels employed to 
meet the needs of tie west alone. 

These fish are economical as well 
as being advised for use from the 
standpoint of a help which it is to 
the Allied causé to have them used 
so that beef and pork may be sent 
to the troops and the people of the 
Allied) nations who stand so badly 
in-neel of these foods.

Danger in Beans 


Prussic Acid in Beans Grown in 
Warmer Climates 


Mr. A. McGill, Dominion analyst, 
has advised the government to exer- 
cise care in connection with the im- 
portation of beans grown in warm 
climates because of the dangerously 
large amount of prussic acid th 
contain. His recommendation, whi 
has. beem acted upon, forbids the de- 
livery of: any beans found to yield 
more than pas of prussic acid 
per 100,000. Of 532 samples of beans 
recently examined 240 samples con- 
tained no prussic acid and all other 
samples a small quantity. Only 19 
samples, however, contained more 
than 20 parts of prussic acid per 100,- 
000.. A number of cases of illness 
have resulted from the use of beans 
containing prussic acid. “These 
beans,” says the report, “are mainly 
entered at. the west seaboar and
